The measure carries $46,910,- 
000 for old age pensions and 
$7,840,000 for aid to dependent 
children, in state funds and 
federal grants. It appropriates 
only $3,000,000 in state funds 
to finance genera) relief for 
unemployable needy persons. 
The Federal Government does 
not contribute funds for relief

Until a year ago Conant was

Eaton States Purpose. 

In the glare of lights set up for 
movie camera men, Chairman 
Eaton (Rep.), New Jersey, opened 
the hearings by announcing it is 
the “fixed purpose” of the commit- 
tee “to completely explore the far- 
reaching and fundamental, na- 
tional and international issues in- 
volved in the foreign policy pro- 
posed by the President.” 

“It is our purpose in these hear- 
ings,” he said, “to furnish to the 
committee, to the Congress and to 
the American people all the perti- 
nent facts upon which a final and 
intelligent judgment can 
reached upon a foreign policy 
which will affect for good or ill, 
not only our own country but the 
entire world.” 

Although Acheson said the 
United Nations could not deal with 
the situation in Greece and Tur- 
key at this time, he told the com- 
mittee it is possible that the U.N. 
at some future time will be or- 
ganized and equipped so as to 
render to member states emergen- 
cy aid of the type now needed in 
southern Europe. 

Right now, he said, “even. if 
some organ of the United Nations 
should decide to recommend as- 
sistance to Greece and Turkey, it 
would have eventually to turn pri- 
marily to the United States for 
funds and supplies and technical 
assistance.” 

Not once in his prepared teati- 
mony did Acheson mention Rus- 
sia by name. But he said armed 
bands in the north, under Com- 
munist leadership, are already 
fighting, Greek against Greek. 

In the event of economic col- 
lapse and Government paralysis, 
Acheson went on, these bands 
would undoubtedly increase in 
etrength until they took over 
Greece and instituted a totalitari- 
an government, 

“The rule of an armed minority 
would fasten itself upon the peo- 
ple of Greece,” he asserted. 

Cites Economic Distress, 

Going into details of Greece's 
economic situation, Acheson said 
that only two weeks ago the dol- 
lar resources available to Greece 
were but $14,000,000, enough for 
one month's imports of food and 
other essentials from the United 
States and other countries, 

The Administration has set a 
March 31 goal for Congressional 
clearance of the momentous Greek- 
Turkish aid bill, 

“If imports should cease,” 
Acheson said, “the price of such 
goods as are available would very 
rapidly reach astronomical fig- 
ures. This is inflation. 

“Its result in a country so de- 
pendent on imports 
paralysis of the Government and 
of economic life. It would also 
very probably mean the end of 
Greek freedom and independence.” 

He termed the situation in Tur- 
key “substantially different,” add- 
ing, however, that it also needs 
American aid because its economy 
‘ts no longer able to carry on the 
full load required for national de- 
fence and economic development 
necessary to keep the country in 
sound condition.”

Amphibians R. Rushed to 
Mining Village Cut Off 
Without Food for More 
Than 24 Hours.

LONDON, March 2 (AP)— 
Thousands of soldiers, civilians, 
police and German war prisoners 
fought a losing battle today to 
hold back overflowing rivers that 
already had spread destruction 
and misery through scores of 
towns and villages. Aid was on 
the way to stricken communities. 


Two Army amphibians sped to- 


ward the mining village of Bent- 
ley, near Doncaster, in northern 
England, where a telegraphed 
5.0.8. said last night 1000 persons 
had been trapped without food for 
more than 24 hours, 


“Position desperate,” E. Whit- 
ley, chairman of the Bentley Ur- 
ban District Council, wired Evelyn 
Walkden, member of Parliament 
for the area. Whitley said small 
boats could not get through 
churning waters of the Don river 
surrounding the town, and added: 
Power-driven boats essential for 
food distribution and evacuation 
of people.” 

The amphibians were not ex- 
pected to reach the town until late 
today. Doncaster police planned 
another attempt to take food in by 
rowboat. 

In the Thames valley, two vil- 
lages were to be evacuated, and 
police delivered coal in rowboats 
to marooned invalids at Caver- 
sham. 

Rivers throughout the industrial 
Midlands were over their banks 
and still rising in the worst floods 
in living memory, and the Air 
Ministry forecast rain with a “fur- 
ther outlook” of still more rain. 

In parts of 34 of England's 40 
countles, thousands were being 
evacuated to crowded refugee cen- 
ters. 

Tens of thousands of sheep and 
cattle had drowned, adding to the 
toll of 3,000,000 killed under heavy 
snows in Britain's worst winter. 

Most of the winter wheat crop 
was lost on tens of thousands of 
flooded acres of rich land, now 
unlikely to be fit for cultivation 
for many months. Spring sowing 
of other urgently needed crops 
was put weeks behind schedule. 

In the fenlands—a marshy area 
which includes Britain's richest 
agricultural section—the entire po- 
tato crop had been destroyed and 
40,000 acres of wheat-producing 
soil had been ruined,

very of 1938 and 1939. . 


As is known, the Strayer survey 
was made by Dr. George Dayton 
Strayer, director of field studies, 
Teachers College, Columbia Uni- 
versity, New York. The Strayer 
surveyors turned in a report and 
findings that covered 2341 type- 
written pages, together with a 
one-volume abridgement. In the 
fall of 1939, the Superintendent of 
Instruction, Henry J, Gerling, set 
up a committee of 80 St. Louis 
public school men and women to 
study the report and its applica- 
tions in the St. Louis system. In 
June, 1941, the Committee of 80 
reported ina booklet entitled, 
“Approved Recommendations of 
the Strayer Survey.” On these 
approved recommendations the 
committee was virtually unani- 
mous. 


Expectations Exceeded. 


Laying these Approved recom- 
mendations alongside the record 
of changes made, James Arm- 
strong Scott, a Negro, director of 
education under Assistant Super- 
intendent Edward H. Beumer, 
finds that changes have kept pace 
with or gone ahead of the origin- 
al expectations of the Strayer sur- 
vey, 


Strayer considered his “final re- 
port as a basis and guide for ex- 
perimental changes over a 10-year 
period, to be put into effect as 
rapidly as possible under the 
limitations of finance, personnel 
and local needs for modification 
and adaptation. 

Scott, in compiling’ his report, 
considers 88 specific points. Pre- 
facing a tabulation, he says: 
“During, the slightly more than 
five years which have elapsed 
since the report of the Committee 
of 80 was made, considerable 
progress in the directions it 
charted has been made despite the 
fact that unforeseen  circum- 
stances — including those brought 
about by World War II — have 
placed some limitations on build- 
ing modernization and personnel,”

Outline of Changes Made,

HERE has been a certain amount of comment on the parallels

Greece and Turkey; but curiously little, considering the fact 
that Secretary of State Marshall matriculated ia China for the 
post-graduate course in international relations he is now taking part 
in at Moscow. Because of the closeness of the parallels between 
Greece and China, Marshall is in a better position than President 
Truman to read correctly some of the storm signals that have been 
raised from the Mediterranean to the China sea by the proposal 
that we intervene in Greece and Turkey. 


In China the military odds, on 
paper, are overwhelmingly in fa- 
vor of the Kuomintang and 
against the Communists, The 
Kuomintang has a number of 
divisions trained by American of- 
ficers and equipped with American 
material.’ It has great stores of 
surplus equipment, It has the sea- 
ports thro which to get more 
equipment in the future. It has 
received more than 90 per cent 
of all the UNRRA aid sent to 
China—about three-quarters of it 
supplied by the United States. 

As for the Communists, the lat- 
est dispatches continue to report 
no Russian arms, no Russian of- 
ficers, no Russian financing.

HITLER ORDERED 
PARIS DESTROYED, 
NAZI GENERAL SAYS 


BADEN-BADEN, March 20 (UP) 
~-Adolf Hitler personally ordered 
the destruction of Paris in 1944, 
a Nazi general said today, but the 
city was spared because destruc- 
tion would have served no mili- 
tary purpose.” 

Gen. Dietz von Choltitz, former 
Nazi commander of the French 
capital, said Hitler's order ar- 
rived at his headquarters Aug. 18, 
1944—one day before the libera- 
tion fight began. 

“It instructed me to burn the 
entire city and destroy as com- 
pletely as possible all industry,” 
Von Choltitz said. “Every bridge 
was to have been blown up. 

“However, I find that soldiers 
do not indiscriminately burn cities, 
Such action would not have been 
humanitarian, It would only have 
increased the already tense feel- 
ing between the French and the 
Germans. 

“I have been accused of being 
sentimental. That is laughable.

“Democracy with capitalism 16 
capitalistic democracy, a democ- 
racy of an exploiting minority di- 
rected against a majority,” the en- 
cyclopedia sets forth. “Soviet 
democracy is a super form of de- 
mocracy, a real democracy, It is 
not a democracy in the texts of 
its constitution, but in the busi- 
ness of life. It does not exploit 
anybody as does the ‘democracy’ 
of other classes, but with its dic- 
tatorship suppresses the exploit- 
ers smashed by the proletarian 
revolution.” : 

The Soviet encyclopedia says 
further that “a democracy is 
purely a class conception undeni- 
ably connected with the dictator- 
ship of one or the other class.“ 

The encyclopedia says the only 
“concrete democracies” in history 
are the “slave owners (antique 
democracy), feudal, bourgeois, 
which exist and exploit, and, on 
the other hand, Soviet democracy 
for the broad masses of workers 
exclusive of exploiters.”

“Hello, Russia. This is the 
voice of the U.S.A. We mean to 
tell, you the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth. 
(Melody; ‘Turkey in the Straw.’) 
We've got two Governors in 
Georgia. How come? We don’t 
know, but it’s a fact, neverthe- 
less, We have a Senator by the 
name of Bilbo who likes to call 
us Americans kikes, dagoes, nig- 
gers, etc. One of our favorite 
pastimes in Congress is what we 
call the fillbuster—where a man 
gets up and reads Shakespeare 
and the Sears-Roebuck catalog 
for a week or more at a time, 
We are likely to freeze to death 
when John I. Lewis calls a coal 
strike and to starve to death 
when the railroads, trucks and 
the merchant marine go on 
strike. Our electric lights and 
power are likely to be turned 
off at any time, Scientists all 
tell us we have a good man in 
Lilienthal, but the politicians 
are getting ready to liquidate 
him, Our Protestants fight our 
Catholics, our Catholics fight 
our Protestants and nearly 
everyone fights our Jews. We 
lynched a Negro in South Caro- 
lina only the other day. Our 
literacy rate and our murder 
rate are the highest in the 
world, We hold a great many 
elections but we don’t vote. Our 
school buildings are the finest 
in the world, but we will soon 
have no teachers, ' 

“In spite of all these confus- 
ing contradictions, we like it 
over here. We like to do as we 
please and we have no doubt 
but that some day we will work 
things out in this, the land of 
the free and the home of the 
brave.” 


Said Benton: This is the way 


we Americans like to talk about 
ourselves. I proudly give this edi- 
torial to those who want to use it 
against us.

cluding the normal, those govern« 
ments construct a barrier to sta 
bility and peace that can concelv- 
ably prove insurmountable, 

The Totalitarian Press. 

In totalitarian countries, he con- 
tinued, facts and information are 
yard goods to be cut into the idea 
fashions of the day. 

In such countries these fashions 
are mandatory and are exported 
throughout the world, by enormous 
and efficient organizations, he as 
serted, 

“For example, the most efficient 
outlets of Soviet pro 
abroad,” Benton said, “are the lo- 
cal Communist parties, their news 
papers, magazines, and radios in 
the service of the Soviet propa- 
ganda line. Over and above these 
parties, chief 
overt and official organs of Soviet 
propaganda are (1) the Soviet In- 
formation Bureau, (2) Soviet em- 
bassies and their press staffs and 
publications, (3) Tass News 
Agency, (4) the All Union Inter- 
nation Book Combine, (5) the 
Combine for Foreign Cinema 
Trade and (6) the All Union Com- 
mittee for Radio Br 
which has a special division for 
broadcasting to foreign countries.” 

In the Balkans and Middle East, 
he said, Soviet propaganda and 
cultural activity is even more in- 
tensive than in Western, Europe 
and the Far East. And in Latin 
America, he added, it is “far 
laggard.”

Light in Central America 


A thrilling experiment in government is going 
on in Ceritral America, where, under the leader- 
ship of President Arevalo of Guatemala, a fed- 
eration of all the Central American republics 
(except Panama) is being sought. It is a dem- 
onstration in miniature of an opportunity that 
lies before the nations of Europe. 

Disunion has fostered dictatorships, and dic- 
tators have prevented union, since Central 
America broke away from Spain 126 years ago. 
A United Provinces of Central America, com- 
prising Guatemala, EI Salvador, Nicaragua, Hon- 
duras and Costa Rica, actually existed for 17 
years. Two attempts to revive the union failed. 
In 1921 Guatemala, Honduras and EI Salvador 
tried to form a union, but the attempt was 
frustrated by a coup. 

The sorrow of our history,” Arevalo said two 


’ years ago, when Guatemala and EI Salvador were 


working toward a degree of union, “is not only 
due to domestic Nazism; we suffer also the sor- 
row of dismemberment. There is no Guatemalan 
who does not love Central America as a political 
ideal.” 

Last Septanber the two countries signed a 
They 
have eliminated passports, and have as their ob- 
jective the elimination of all customs barriers 
and immigration restrictions and the unification 
of their banking systems. EI Salvador has an 
agreement with Costa Rica also dispensing with 
passports. 

It is a good beginning, and now Arevalo and 
President Castro of EI Salvador are trying to 
bring about a union of all five states, They 
have in mind a federal government consisting of 
a president chosen from one state, a council of 
ministers from the four other states, a Congress 
elected by popular vote, and a federated su- 
preme court, The states would retain autonomy 
in local affairs. 

Central American union is economically de- 


' glrable for the states that would participate, and 


is otherwise most feasible. If it could be brought 
off, it would be a happy victory for federalism 
in these days when extreme nationalism threat- 
ens to engulf the world again, The partial suc- 
cesses that have been gained so far are a dis- 
tinct advance, and no further gains will be too 
small to be well worth the effort. Central 
American federation is a consummation which 
the United States and the cause of freedom 
everywhere would profit by—and to which we 
ought to lend every possible support.

Instead of making all Missouri motor vehicle 
licenses expire simultaneously, as they do now, 
Representative Kirk Jones of DeSoto has a bill 
to stagger them through the year. Its advantages

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Whom to Believe? 


According to the real estate industry, the fed- 
eral bill to promote home-buflding for 15,000,000 
American families in the next 10 years, includ- 
ing a half-million public housing units, is so- 
clalistic, communistic, un-American, etc. But 
Senator Allen Ellender, as conservative a Louisi- 
ana Democrat as co-sponsor Robert Taft is an 
Ohio Republican, says that through this bill 
“Congress can provide the strongest and most 
effective bulwark against the inroads of So- 
cialism, Communism and other isms.” Whom is 
one to believe? 

Senator Ellender's assertion relies on the tru- 
ism that totalitarianisms can make headway 
against American democracy only where people 
are in distress. The most widespread distress 
today comes from scarce, bad and over-priced 
housing. 

Ask the veteran crowded up in his mother-in- 
law’s house. Ask the heroes of 1945 who are 
dwelling a while in slightly converted coal bins 
at $50 a month, Ask the poor who are sharing 
a few decades with rats and roaches in the 
slums, Ask the family just evicted by a new 
owner—the family in daily fear of eviction— 
the multitudes who expect 50 per cent higher 
rents in July—the ones who spent their savings 
and sold their cars to scrape up down pay- 
ments on high-priced roofs over their heads, 
knowing all the while that even a little depres- 
sion will wash them out. 

Thus the Senator is conservative, the bill 18 
conservative, abundant housing would be a con- 
servative bulwark against subversive political 
creeds, It necessarily follows, therefore, that 
the merchants of homelessness are not conserva- 
tives, but greedy and rather stupid reactionaries. 
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The Wooing of R. R. Young 


Robert R. Young and an associate, President 
Robert J. Bowman of C. & O., have received and 
accepted invitations to join the New York Cen- 
tral’s board of directors. This heightens the im- 
pression that Young may, as he himself has as- 
serted, have “working control” over that large 
railroad. 

If so, it is only secondarily because of the 
stock interest held by Young’s Alleghany Corp.

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A Demagogue’s Last Resort 

Herman Talmadge, ruled out of the governor- 
ship of Georgia by the State Supreme Court, 
steps down, muttering that in all political ques- 
tions, the court of last resort is the people of 
Georgia.. This question will be carried to the 
court of last resort.” Cryptic mutterings, these. 
What could they possibly mean? 

They might mean, at a venture, that he intends 
to ask the Legislature, which his element domi- 
nates, to call for another election, Of course he 
did say, on Jan. 20, to M. E. Thompson, who is 
adjudged Governor by the State Supreme Court: 

If the courts decide that I. am lawful 

Governor, I call on you to co-operate with 

me fully in the best interests of the state. 

By the same token, if you are declared 

Governor it is my purpose to co-operate 

with you. 

But that was two months ago, and it is a 
well known fact that a man grows in office, It 
is possible that Talmadge has grown out of the 
above ideas completely, now that the courts have 
decided he is not lawful Governor. 

It is strange doctrine, though, to hear a 
Talmadge saying that the will of the people 
as expressed by their ballots should prevail.” 
If the will of the people had prevailed, Tal- 
madgeism would have had hard sledding. In the 
last election the late Eugene Talmadge ran be- 
hind James V. Carmichael by 10,000 ballots, but 
the iniquitous county-unit system, which gives 
one rural voter as much voice as 40 city voters, 
elected him. He boasted—actually boasted-—in 
a former campaign that he would not carry a 
single county with a street car in it! If Herman 
Talmadge wants the will of the people of 
Georgia to prevail, the only course is to call for 
repeal of the undemocratic county-unity system, 
He won't, 

Talmadge probably means that whatever it 
takes to hang onto political power, he intends to 
try, however much it disgraces Georgia, however 
much it frustrates Georgians, A safe forced 
open with blow torches, a Governor's office 
forced open by picking a lock—these are the 
trappings of Talmadgeism. It would be pleas- 
ant, but unrealistic, to suppose that a decision at 
law was the last resort in a demagogue’s kit

Green and his Director of the Illinois 
State Department of Mines, Robert M. Medill,

Had not Louis F. Lu- 
maghi Jr. of St. Louis, who operates a mine at 
Collinsville, refused the suggested $500 con- 
tribution and made public his forthright letter 
of refusal, this particular extortion probably 
would not have come to light. The public would 
not have known about the shakedown or the 
favor-seeking mine operators who fell | a victim 
to it.

A Post-Dispatch 
reporter has gone out and seen it with his own

Carl James, a cripple, needs $34.75 a month 
barely to get by. He is getting $18.10—and get- 
ting worse, Katie Williams is almost blind; she 
“eats stews, chiefly, and buys no clothes” on 
her $26.60, A formerly self-supporting truck 
driver is dying of cancer; he and his wife needed 
at least $68,900, got $44.80 until March 1, get 
$35.80 now—so he is to be deprived of the con- 
stant nursing he needs so his wife can take a 
job in a factory. Starvation pot-belly, the mark 
of the Nazis’ young victims, is also found in St. 
Louis, U. 8. A. Half the children brought to 
City Hospital are malnourished. Some die. 
Others are fed well for a few days and sent 
home. But, says Dr. Cyril Costello, the hospi- 
tal's medical director, they come back again 
later, looking starved again.” 

The Missouri Association for Social Welfare 
has invited members of the Legislature to come 
and see for themselves. The invitation should 
be universally accepted. Eyewitness investiga- 
tion is in the best American legislative tradition, 
Of course, merty is also in the American tradi- 
tion, so the legislators may be at least as shocked 
as the German civilians who, under American 
Army escort, were shown the relics of the Nazi 
murder mills.. Possibly they will be even more 
shocked because, unlike the innocent“ Germans, 
the. legislators themselves have decreed the 
starvation. 

By throwing the starving citizen a few cents 
a day, Missouri makes his misery last longer 
than the Nazi policy did—and Missouri spends 
thousands of dollars on the starving citizen’ who 
has the extreme good luck to catch TB or some 
other admission ticket to a free hospital. Case- 
hardened consciences might claim a “superior” 
degree of inhumanity for Missour} but, as 
an exercise of extravagant penury, Heinrich 
Himmler would not contest Missouri’s right to 
the black orchid,

In an economy such as ours where dol- 
lars are spent far more freely than dimes 
used to be, the lowly penny has lost much 
of its former significance except in mak- 
ing sales-tax change or in purchasing post- 
age stamps for uncovered correspondence. 
Yet even a penny still means something 
very concrete and unpleasant when it rep- 
resents a rise of approximately 10 per cent 
in the cost of so common a necessity as a 
loaf of bread, 


The American housewife has become used 


to mark-ups on many items ordinarily re- 
garded as necessities, and she has slowly 
and painfully come to think of butter, ha- 
con and many other once reasonably priced 
foods as luxuries to be thoughtfully pur- 
chased and sparingly used. 


She has understood, or thought she un- 
derstood, the need for rationing sugar, But 
she has grown weary of trying to find sub- 
atitutes that have suddenly become as hard 
to get hold of as sugar itself. 


Family Loaf or Luxury? 


Meat at a dollar a pound she can buy 
occasionally, or leave off altogether; but 
the problem is much more serious when 
such basic items as fats and cooking oils 
retail at double the prewar price, Amid the 
dance of ever-increasing costs, the price 
of bread has remained relatively stable, but 
now this last anchor of daily living has 
given way before the pull of other run- 
away prices, and the family loaf is on its 
way to become a luxury. 


People of limited income cannot feel com- 
fortable over this sudden spurt in the price 
of bread, For them it very plainly indi- 
cates the danger in this race of uncon- 


trolled prices that lies ahead, If the price 
of bread can go up 10 per cent, it can go 
much higher, and while bread is rising, we 
may be sure that other necessities will go 
proportionately higher. 


The stage is being set for the only possl- 
ble reaction of workers who find them- 
selves caught between the upper and nether 
millstones, They will very certainly de- 
mand new wage scales more in line with 
the advancing costs of living. 


Organized labor is ready to challenge 
the policies responsible for the present 
crisis. For workers outside the unions, or- 
ganized group effort appears to be the only 
hope. 


Experts Take to Cover 


This time last year the Advertiser was 
pleading with Congress to hold the price 
line for the sake of people on fixed income, 
We pointed out time after time that if 
basic living costs were permitted to soar, 
the average family would suffer and atill 
greater industrial strife would be inevita- 
ble. But the Republicans, and some of the 
Democrats who ought to be under the Re- 
publican label, crippled OPA. and finally 
have killed it, 


Now even the big financial “experts” who 
screamed for an end to all controls are tak- 
ing to cover.

A New York Congressman has asked

one another, in denial of their interdepen-

sided—on the part of the farmer against 
the industrial worker. Many of these are 
fomented actively by the American Farm 
Bureau Federation, and it is to be noted 
that Edward A. O'Neal, president of that 
national group, was on the stand in defense 


of the whole gamut of labor legislation 


when the Congressman spoke up. 

The closed-shop constitutional amend- 
ments which have shown up in a number 
of States, with strikingly identical language, 
are generally presented with Farm Bureau 


sponsorship. The latest example of this 
was in Georgia, where H. L. Wingate, presi- 
dent of the.Georgia Farm Bureau and a 
hard-bitten reactionary of the Talmadge 
school, has not denied the general charges 
that he was the champion of the so-far 
successful undertaking. 

It ought to be recalled that Congressmen 
from organized labor constituencies have 
been consistent supporters of all legislation 
beneficial to farmers, as far back as the 
early days of the “farm relief” problem, 
Mr. O'Neal, with his special-interest affilia- 
tions in the realm of big business, might be 
expected to deny it, but there were times 
when progressive farm legislation would 
have been in a precarious plight indeed but 
for organized labor's support,

An Island and a Man 


THE STRICKEN LAND: THE STORY OF PUERTO RICO, 
by Rexford Guy sas (Doubleday A Co., Gerdes 
, New York. 

Rexford me Tugwell, l'enfant terrible of 
the New Deal, has crammed 690 pages of 
text and 31 more of introduction with a de- 
fense of his regime in Puerto Rico. The 
result is more than a justification of his 
administration: it is a testament of the en- 
tire Tugwell planning philosophy, a com- 
mentary on the war years of Franklin Delae 
no Roosevelt as viewed from the Caribbean, 
and a remarkable insight into how a man 
with many laudable ideas could win more 
enmity per day than another without « 
brain in his head. 

This massive volume explains the phenome 
enon of Rexford Tugwell, It shows how 
when fired by an ideal he loses sight of 
nearly all reality, including the necessity 
to “win friends and influence people.” It 
reveals why he so often failed as an ad- 
ministrator because he lacked the art ree 
quired for successful human relationships,

Puerto Rico was a challenge to Tugwell, 
It was politically corrupt, poverty-ridden, 
and badly administéred by the men sent 
down from Washington. He had hoped for 
a better war job but recognized the hostil- 
ity his nomination to any post would evoke 
in Congress, So, as he quite frankly re- 
lates, he accepted the post as chancellor 
of the University of Puerto Rico to maneu- 
ver Guy J. Swope, the Governor, upstairs 
and himself into La Fortaleza. 
few among the men around President Roose. 
velt grasped the vital significance of the 
Caribbean islands as defense outposts even 
before Pearl Harbor, and Tugwell was one 
of them, 

As Governor, Tugwell had noble plana 
He spared no energy in trying to introduce 
reforms and a measure of economic plan- 
ning and orderliness to the island. For 
this, his reward was brickbats, They came 
from sugar magnates, other profiteers from 
the status quo, dispensers of the spoila he 
eliminated and finally from his only ally, 
Luis Munoz Marin. For Tugwell, however 
sound his ideas, lacked the facility to pene- 
trate the temperamental makeup of the 
Latin.

“This society has never opposed 
hunting,” said John H. Baker, 
president of the society, in an 
article in Audubon magazine. “It 
does believe in regulation of 
deliberate take so that there may 
be no net depletion in breeding 
stock.” 


Baker declared that at one typi- 
cal society research station— 
Delta, Manitoba—the breeding wa- 
terfowl population in 1946 was off 
80 to 90 per cent from 1945 but 
the season's kill nevertheless was 
the heaviest of record.

IF YOU'RE an adventurous fisherman and 
like wilderness fishing, Loggers Lake should be 
on your schedyle for this season. We all agreed 
that a hundred lakes like this in Missouri would 
not only furnish sport for thousands of fisher- 
men but would also exert a tremendous effect on 
flood control on Missouri streamam Moreover, 
since the watersheds draining into such lakes 
are protected against erosion, there would be no 
siltation such as occurs on many existing reser- 
voirs, Time and again throughout this entire 
trip, we could not but comment on the effective- 
ness with which proper forest management con- 
trols the run-off of rainfall, allowing the water 
to seep into the ground to feed the vegetation 
and then slowly down into the streams as it was 
meant by nature to do. 

We headed eastward from Loggers Lake into 
the Low Gap Game Refuge, the center of one 
of our good deer concentrations, This is an old 
area of the forest where’ there is comparatively 
little grazing by cattle. Here also considerable 
work has been done in “releasing” young stands 
of pine or scarlet oak by girdling the non-com- 
mercial species such as post oak and also fire 
Scarred or deformed trees of other kinds.

Exciting Courtroom Melodrama 
N MERANG!,” currently at the MISSOURI THEATER, 


Producer Louis de Rochemont hag finally hit the jackpot 

with his semi-documentary technique, previously used in 
“The House on 92nd Street,” and “13 Rue Madeleine.” This 
case history of a murder investigation, a 
modernized rearrangement of an actual ob- 
currence, the killing of a priest in-Bridgeport, 
Conn., in 1924, packs a brilliant realism, 
tingling suspense and a hard melodramatic 
punch. We think it will prove to be one of 
the best movies of the year. 

Direetor Elia Kazan has been painstak- 
ingly accurate in his background detail and his characteriza- 
tions. The scenes, both interior and exterior, were shot in

townspeople used as extras. Richard Murphy's screenplay of 


the young District Attorney who, in the face of great political 
pressure, shocks the town by himself tearing down and dis- 
missing the supposedly perfect case built up against the man 
accused of the crime, is tautly constructed, interlacing nar- 
rator sequences with strong, realistic dialogue scenes. The 
courtroom scene is one of the most gripping of the type ever 


filmed. As a social document on the fallibility of witnessess. 
and circumstantial evidence, and the use of a celebrated mur 


der case as a political football, it is a convincing piece of work, 
But it’s even better as exciting entertainment. 

Naturally, true identities have been disguised for most of 
the characters, as some of them, chiefly politicians and a news- 
paper owner, are not presented in too favorable a light.

As a harassed chief of detectives, Lee Cobb 
does a job that should make him a strong candidate for an 
Oscar for best supporting actor of this year. Arthur Kennedy, 
currently playing in the Broadway stage hit, “All My Sons,” 
is almost equally good as the accused man. Cara Williams, 
redently seen here at the American in “Born Yesterday,” does 
a neat small part as a vindictive floozie.

HOMAS WOLFE was a big, 

shy, clumsy Southern boy who 

came to New York with stars 
in his eyes and dreams feeling 
their way through every drop of 
his blood, He did not write many 
books nor live very long but he 
left us One novel, at least, which 
will be immortal—“Of Time and 
the River.” And he made some 
great discoveries about life which 
affect all of us and could be a 
candle set in the darkness of our 
bewiluerment if we would accept 
them, 

Lately the Atlantic Monthly has 
been publishing some of Thomas 
Wolfe's letters. They are as real 
and intimate as if they were writ- 
ten today to yov and to me per- 
sonally. In one of them he says— 

“I don’t know whether I shall 
come home this summer—if I do 
it will be only for a short visit.

HE State Department is mov- 

ing this month. A lot of 

United States diplomats are 
pretty unhappy about it. They 
feel like members of a family who 
have lived in the same old house 
for three generations and now 
have to move, 

The department will be able to 
work more efficiently in its new 
quarters than it can in its present 
space, the management engineers 
claim, but this doesn’t console the 


diplomats. 


“The President could work more 
efficiently in other quarters, too,” 
the diplomats say, “but that 
doesn’t prove you ought to move

The department may be more 
efficient from now on, but it will 
have to get along without much 
of its pride of place and its senti- 
mental traditions and atmosphere. 

United States foreign policy has 
been made for 72 years in the 
great, massive, gray granite mon- 
strosity of a building next door to 
the White House, 

Beginning about April 1, it will 
be made in the modernistic spic- 
and-span “new War Department 
building,” 
into which the department is mov- 


ing. 

The State Department’s new 
quarters are situated on the edge 
of a semi-slum area known in 
these parts as “Foggy Bottom.” 

“Foggy Bottom” has just as 
much atmosphere as Pennsylvania 
avenue, but it is a different kind 
It is provided by 
the three gas houses and large, 
handsome brewery. 

The headquarters of United 
States foreign policy ved 
around a good deal in the éarly 
years of the republic. America’s 
“foreign office” occupied quarters 
in 17 different buildings in four 
cities before moving into its pres- 
ent structure, 

These early quarters included 
rooms in a carpenters’ union hall 
and in ‘private homes in Philadel- 
phia, a tavern in New York and 
an orphan asylum here. 

The department has been in its 
present building since 1875. The 
building was supposed to be the 
— in grandeur when it was 

uilt. 

It is the pachydermous French 
neo- classic style of the second em- 
pire, and it has more pillars, por- 
ticos, chimney pots and mansards 
on the outside than a dog has 
fleas. Inside, it's like a mammoth 
cave, 

The huge, long, gloomy cor- 
ridors are flanked by rows of 
fake Corinthian columns and bor- 
ders of miscellaneous doodads. 

The floors are checkerboard- 
paved with 12-inch blocks of black 
and white marble, :

dors all have double doors. 

Inside, thefe is a great, dark, 
solid, heavily paneled portal like 
the door of a cathedral—or a bank 
vault. 

On the corridor itself there is a 
light, swinging lattice door like 
the ones on old-fashioned saloons.

Give Your Feet a Break

F your feet are ailing and you 
are pretty miserable because of 
them most of the time, you 
should seek professional care for 
them.

I have learned a little about 
surveying and photography, and, 
of course, a great deal about 
climbing with ropes and traveling 
with dog teams. 

I have also learned that people 
of different types have to get 
along together on a mountain.

Now 
if East returns a diamond, de 
clarer wins in dummy, cashes the 
spade king and picks up East's 
remaining spades, then runs the 
diamond suit: If East returns @ 
diamond, the result is the same. 
Therefore, to make matters as dif- 
ficult as possible for déclarer, 
East’s best return is a club. Now 
declarer must be careful to dis- 
card, not the heart, but a dia- 
mond. Dummy ruffs, a low dia- 
mond is led to the ace, and the 
diamond queen is overtaken with 
the king. When the diamond jack 
follows, East is helpless, If he 
ruffs, declarer over-ruffs, then 
ruffs his heart and wins tricks 
with his remaining trump tenace. 
If East fails to ruff the third 
diamond, declarer discards a heart 
and then has an easy time taking 
the last three tricks. 

The “catch” is declarer’s first 
trump lead.

One way to deal with this con- 
dition is to insulate all pipes so 
that the air can’t come in contact 
with that cold metal surface. Get 
a special insulating material for 
this job from your plumbing sup- 
ply house, Newspapers can be 
used but they don’t wear and 
what’s more they look terrible.

Yet of more than 9000 such 
wounds for which only the soap 
and water treatment, plus removal 
of devitalized tissue (tissue appar- 
ently destroyed or damaged past 
saving) only 10 required hospitali- 
gation. This is a severe test of 
the efficacy of the treatment. I 
doubt if any antiseptic or germi- 
cide or even the sulfonamide 
just now. so extensively 
used, could do so well.

How It Started 
By Jean Newton 


“HARANGUE.” 


It is not only around election 
time that we hear or read about 
“harangues” or speakers “har- 
anguing” a crowd; it goes on all 
the time. As London has its Hyde 
Park and New York City its Co- 
lumbus Circle, so most large cities 
have a favorite street corner 
where promoters of a cause or 
apologists or agitators rangue 
the crowd. 

It is in that sense, as a verb, 
that the word is perhaps most fa- 
miliar to us. However, it was 
originally a noun, going back to 
the Old High German “hring,” a 
which meant “circle.” 

The allusion was to the circle, 
or ring, formed by the audience 
listening to a speech. And in one 
of those interesting transferences 
in which our common speech 
‘abounds, the term which referred 
to the “listeners” came to name 
the “speech” they listened to! 

The earlier step in the word's 
transition was the French adapta- 
tion of the German “hring” to the 
more musical “harangue,” whence 
it came into English. 

A word of similar derivation, 
which might be called a first- 
cousin to harangue, is “rank,” 
which describes official standing, 
in or out of the army. This word 
also goes back to that German 
“hring” which meant “circle,” orig- 
inally applied to a circle or circu- 
lar row of soldiers! From the row 
or line of. soldiers came the idea 
of “tier” or “order,” then “stand- 
ing” or “grade”!
